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Problem Too Big for Its 
Resources — Proposal 
for Popular Vote on 
Projects Beaten.

WASHINGTON, June 28—In a 
rousing speech in support of the 
pending housing legislation, Con- 
gressman Frank M. Karsten 
(Dem.) of St. Louis declared on 
the House floor today that St. 
Louis, like many other cities, has 
learned the “bitter lesson” that it 
cannot solve its slum clearance 
and low-rent housing problems 
without federal assistance. 

The housing bill, already passed 
by the Senate, is expected to be 
adopted in the House after sharp 
debate. Karsten devoted his en- 
tire talk today to the St. Louis 
situation, holding the city up as a 
typical example of housing needs 
throughout the country. 

St. Louis is struggling, he said, 
under the back-breaking burden 
imposed by its obsolete and de- 
teriorating blighted areas. It still 
has about 33,000 dwellings with 
outside privies, he pointed out. 
Its low-income families, like those 
in every community, cannot find 
adequate housing within their 
means. 

Magnitude of Problem. 

“St. Louis did not turn first to 
others for solutions to its prob- 
lems” he went on. “Like many 
another city, it has sought to find 
solutions to its problems at home. 
Under the leadership of its many 
forward-looking citizens, it has 
sought ways to wipe out its slum 
areas and to house its low-income 
families.” 

But, Karsten went on, the city 
-found that the housing problem 
was too great to be met by its 
own resources alone. It must have 
the kind of federal assistance pro- 
posed in the pending measure, he 
said. 

“This bill,” continued Karsten, 
“holds major hopes for the future 
of St. Louis. It will make it pos- 
sible to clear out the slum areas 
now gnawing at its heart, It will 
make it possible for the city to 
transform these areas from liabili- 
ties into assets for the future 
growth and health of the munici- 
pality, It will make these lands 
available for new industrial uses, 
new commercial centers, new resi- 
dential developments and for pub- 
lic uses, 

No Abatement in Need. 

“More than that, the bill will 
make it possible for the city’s 
own housing authority to go ahead 
with the construction of vitally- 
needed low-rent housing projects 
which will house the men, women 
and children who today live in the 
darkness of the slums. 

“This need is great. The city 
now has about 1300 units of pub- 
lic low-rent housing in two fine 
locally-owned and operated proj- 
ects. A few years ago, the city 
estimated. it would need at least 
12,000 additional units for a three- 
year program, There has been no 
abatement in need since then. On 
the contrary, the need undoubtedly 
has grown more acute.” 

Debate continued this afternoon 
after Administration forces lost in 
an effort to shut off discussion | 
and force a quick showdown on 
the bill. A motion to stop talk- 
ing and vote failed 115 to 75. 

This may delay a final vote until 
tomorrow, but Speaker Rayburn 
predicted an administration vic- 
tory “by a substantial margin” 
whenever the showdown comes. 

Later in the day the Adminis- 
tration barely turned back a pro- 
posal to require a local referen- 
dum before a public housing proj- 
ect could be set up in any city. 

It took a vote by the presiding 
officer to defeat the amendment.

Men Tackles 


Him, 
Woman Hits Him With 
Flashlight, Policeman 
Uses Night Stick. 


John Raymond Eaves, notorious 
“shorts burglar,” who was at lib- 
erty on $34,500 bonds, was Cap- 
tured early today in a rough and 
tumble fight with a householder, 


his wife and a policeman after he 
had been found in the bedroom of 
a basement apartment at 1716 
South Jefferson avenue, 

The householder, Clark Elmer 


Melton, a polisher, and his wife, 
Mrs. Antoinette Melton, were 
awakened suddenly by a noise in 
the room, Melton called out: “Hey, 
who’s there?” Receiving no an- 
swer, he sat up and turned on a 
bed light, 

“The burglar was standing by 
my wife’s side of the bed,” Melton 
said. “He had a flashlight in his 
hand and was wearing a pair of 
slacks, no shirt and no shoes.” 

Apparently in an effort to make 
Melton think he had gotten into 
the wrong house, police reported, 
Eaves said to Melton: “Where’s 
Jerry? I’m looking for Jerry.” No 
one by that name lives in the 
apartment building. 

Pursued by Pair. 

Then, Eaves ran from the bed- 
room, Melton and his wife, ran 
after him. Eaves went from the 
bedroom to the living room. There, 
he slipped on a rug and fell with 
a crash against a wall. 

While he was down, Melton, 
who weighs 123 pounds and is two 
inches shorter than his 135-pound, 
5-foot 6-inch wife, dived at him, 
landing on Eaves’s chest. Mel- 
ton, employed now as a polisher, 
but formerly a_ construction 
worker, got a headlock on the 
burglar. 

Mrs. Melton employed some of 
the agility she learned as a circus 
dancer and also jumped on Eaves. 
She said she wasn’t afraid, be- 
cause she used to ride an ele- 
phant in the circus and placed 
her head in the animal’s mouth 
as a finale. The 187-pound Eaves 
held no terror for her, she said, 

She pulled his iron-gray hair 
and beat him on the head with 
his own flashlight, which he 
dropped when tackled by Melton. 

The fight progressed from the 
living room to the kitchen of the 
three-room apartment, with Eaves 
shaking the Meltons off and 
running a few feet before being 
tackled again by Melton. Mean- 
while, Mrs. Melton screamed for 
help. Her calls were heard by 
neighbors, who summoned police. 

But before they arrived, the 
fight had moved to an areaway 
between the Melton’s apartment 
and 1720 South Jefferson. 

Policeman Hears Shouts. 

Patrolmar Clarence Hamman of 
the Lynch Street Station, walking 
his beat nearby, heard the shouts 
and screams, and ran to the area- 
way. When Eaves saw him, he 
said, he struggled to his feet and 
broke free from the Meltons, 

Eaves ran up one alley and 
down another, with Hamman close 
behind. The officer caught him 
about a block away from the Mel- 
tons’ home, and subdued him with 
his night stick, Hamman then 
got an armiock on the burglar 
and marched him back to the 
apartment, where Mr. and Mrs. 
Melton identified him as the man 
they found in their bedroom. 

Melton told police that he and 
his wife were awakened last 
Thursday morning by a prowler 
in the house. When he turned on

The community had reacted well 
to the disturbing occurrences, he 
said. 

Ehrhardt argued that the body 
should keep its problems “in the 
present tense. Chadeayne said 
the Mayor had planned the ap- 
pointment of the council prior to 
the Fairgrounds incident. Elson 
said that to take up the past oc- 
currence now “might wreck” the 
group. 

The meeting adjourned to Fri- 
day, July 8. 

Address by Darst. 

Mayor Darst, in an opening ad- 
dress to the group, said he 
planned to make the council a 
“permanent part of our municipal 
organization,” and outlined the 
primary objectives as being: 

1. “To make it possible for 
each citizen, regardless of race, 
creed or color, to develop his 
talents and abilities without the 
limitations imposed by the de- 
structive: forces of discrimina- 
tion,”

Origin of Council. 

The Mayor announced forma- 
tion of the Council on Human Re- 
lations, which replaces the 72- 
member Race Relations Commis- 
sion set up by former Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann, following the 
disturbances at Fairgrounds Park 
last week, resulting from an- 
nouncement Negroes would not be 
denied admittance to any of the 
city’s municipal swimming pools, 
The change in segregation policy 
of the city was rescinded by Darst 
after the first disturbances oc- 
curred. 

To accomplish its primary ob- 
jectives, the council 
“advise with the Mayor and other 
officers of the city government on 
problems affecting human and in- 
ter-group relations and _ recom- 
‘mend such measures as are 
deemed necessary to carry out 
the objectives,” Darst told the 
meeting. 

In addition, the Mayor said, the 
Council should consult with, and 
obtain the co-operation of, all pub- 
lic and private agencies which 
function in the field of human re- 
lations; utilize the resources of in- 
dividuals and groups toward im- 
provement of inter-group relations 
and the elimination of discrimina- 
tory practices; enlist all potential 
community forces “in an effort to 
make more secure and to extend 
democratic rights, opportunities 
and practices”; make studies, sur-

Attorney General’s Opin- 
ion Contrary to That of

JEFFERSON CITY, June 28— 
An opinion that the Webbe bill, 
which would delay construction of 
the Third street interregional 
highway in St. Louis for at least 
two years, is constitutional, was 
sent to Gov. Forrest Smith today 
by Attorney General J. E, Taylor. 

Contrary to an opinion from 


the office of City Counselor James 
E. Crowe of St. Louis, which had 
declared the bill violates the 
State and Federal Constitutions 
on at least nine points, Taylor 
maintained that the measure does 
not violate any constitutional pro- 
visions, either federal or state. 

The city and the State Highway 
Department have opposel the bill 
vigorously on the ground the de- 
lay involved would jeopardize 
availability of $8,000,000 in federal 
and state road funds. 

Choice Before Governor. 

Gov. Smith, who had delayed 
action on this measure while 
awaiting guidance from the Attor- 
ney General, now will be confront- 
ed with the problem of whether 
to sign or veto the bill, or avoid 
action on it. The vote for passage 
in both houses of the Legislature 
was so overwhelming that appar- 
entyq it would be possible to pass 
the measure again over a veto or 
to invoke the seldom, if ever, used 
power of the Legislature to enroll 


not act. 

Taylor reminded Smith the time 
for action by the Governor would 
expire next Thursday. Mayor 
Joseph M, Darst of St. Louis has 
sought to keep the bill from be- 
coming law, to proceed with the 
highway, which woulr be an ex- 
tension from Third street down- 
town to Twelfth boulevard and 
Gravois avenue, Stnator Anthony 
M, Webbe (Dem.), of St. Louis 
has asserted that 3000 persons 
would be made homeless by clear- 
ing the site for the thoroughfare. 
The city has said it would en- 
deavor to obtain othtr homes. 

In tacit recognition of the “hot 
potato” character of the bill, Tay- 
lor said: “In the preparation of 
this opinion we have dealt entirely 
with legal aspects of the bill and 
we do not pass upon its wisdom or 
the practical effects thereof, be- 
cause that is a matter which is 
left entirely to the Legislature and 
the Governor and is not a proper 
function of the courts or of this 
department.” 

Points of Taylor’s ruling includ- 
ed the following: The bill does 
not affect the State Highway Com- 
mission’s right to condemn prop- 
erty; the Legislature has the pow- 
er o limit highway building by the 
commission; there is no unconsti- 
tutional character of a special or 
local law involved; no contract 
between the city and state or state 
and United States is impaired; the 
state’s right to enact a law for 
an emergency situation always has 
been upheld. This bill declares 
here is an emergency to prevent 
persons from being forced out of 
their homes. 


5-CENT JUKE BOX 
TELEVISION TRIED 
OUT IN RESTAURANT 


SYRACUSE, N.Y., June 28 (AP) 
—The General Electric Co. and 
Ami, Inc., a juke box distributor, 
have placed an experimental juke 
box television system in operation.

The Senate was occupied today 
with labor legislation and the 
House with the housing bill. 

Unification Law Hearing. 

Secretary of Defense Louis A. 
Johnson told the House Armed 
Services Committee that the unifi- 
cation law needs strengthening be- 
cause it has been “tried and found 
wanting.” He is supporting a 
Senate-approved bill that would 
give him more direct control over 
the armed forces. 

“The present authority of the 
Secretary of Defense is disturb- 
ingly inconsistent,” Johnson said. 

The problem, he continued, is 
how to maintain strong civilian 
control over the military force. 
This force for the first time in the 
nation’s history “must be perma- 
nently maintained at a strength of 
more than a million and a half 
men,” he said. 

Johnson recommended that the 
House restore a provision which 
the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee cut out. It would create 
the officés of three assistant secre- 
taries of defense, instead of the 
three special assistants Johnson 
now has. 

Missouri Judgeship Bill. 

The House recently passed a 
bill creating several federal judge- 
ships. This bill would make per- 


With its ratification the 
States will be formally commited 
to go to war in event of aggres- 
sion.

As yet, President Truman has 
not asked Congress to approve a 
war powers bill. Presumably he 
has been waiting for recommenda- 
tions from the NSRB, which has 
slowed down operations since Tru- 
man’s friend, former Gov. Mon C. 
Waligren of Washington, was not 
approved by the Senate Armed 
Services Committee for the chair- 
manship. 

Needs Are Well Known. 

Since World War I, when he was 
an adviser of President Wilson, 
Baruch has advocated legislation 
that would become effective 
should we get into a war.

After passing 11 bills, five of 
which must be returned to the 
House for concurrence in amend- 
ments, the Senate engaged in 
rather meaningless debate for 
three hours at the evening session, 
which was adjourned after 
o'clock. 

For two hours the question be- 
fore the Senate was whether there 
should be a “free and open con- 
ference” in the conference com- 
mittee on the bill appropriating 
operating funds for state educa- 
tional institutions, or whether the 
committee should be limited to ad- 
justing appropriations between 
minimum Senate figures and max- 
imum House figures. 

Senator John W. Noble of Ken- 
nett, chairman of the Appropria- 
tions Committee and a member 
of the Conference Committee, 
made the motion for a free and 
open conference, which would per- 
mit cutting appropriations below 
the Senate minimums or increas- 
ing them over House maximums. 

Heated Debate. 

Senator R. Jasper Smith of 
Springfield, where the Southwest 
Missouri Teachers College is lo- 
cated, opposed the motion, pre- 
senting a substitute to limit the 
committee to adjusting the dif- 
ferences between the two houses. 

Senator Smith charged that the 
Noble motion was the forerunner 
of an attempt to balance the bud- 
get at the expense of the state 
university and the teachers’ col- 
leges, and that it was the inten- 
tion of the committee to reduce 
the allotments to these institu- 
tions below the 10 per cent cut 
the Senate had made in the House 
appropriations. 

At times the debate became per- 
sonal between Noble and Smith 
and between Noble and Senator 
Richard J. Chamier of Moberly, 
who represents the district in 
which the state university is lo- 
cated. 

Senator Emery W. Allison of 
Rolla, Democratic floor leader, 
brought strong pressure on the 
Democrats to stand by Noble’s 
motion and on a voice vote Noble 
was sustained. Chamier appeared 
to be the only Democrat who stood 
‘with the Republican Smith. 

Military Code Bill.

Bills Sent to Governor. 

The House .bills passed by the 
Senate in the afternoon without 
amendments and which go to the 
Governor for his approval were: 

Granting a 25 per cent increase 
in the salaries of prosecuting at- 
torneys in third- and fourth-class 
counties under the subterfuge of 
placing on them the additional 
duty of attending inquests.. 

A purely technical bill substitut- 
ing the Director of Public Welfare 
for the Eleemosynary Board in 
the law granting authority for 
transferring senile patients in 
state hospitals to the Higginsville 
Confederate Veterans’ Home prop- 
erty when it is placed in-condition 
to receive them. 

Authorizing destruction of cer- 
tain records of t he Workmen's 
Compensation Commission five 
years after the cases are closed. 

Authorizing payment of blind 
pensions to persons who receive 
private aid although in excess of 
the $1200 maximum permitted un- 
der the genera] law. It will add 
about 25 persons to the pension 
rolls, principally persons who re- 
ceive nursing care. 

Prohibiting kick-backs by school 
teachers to school directors. 

Exempting from the sales tax 
law spray materials used on grow- 
ing crops which are to be sold at 
retail. 

Amended House Bills. 

Bills passed but returned to the

Exempting physicians, nurses, 
laboratory technicians and dieti- 
cians in the state hospitals from 
the requirement that employes 
shall have resided in the state 
two years before their employ- 
ment.

How Plan Would Work in a Strike 


: WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP). 
HE Taft plan for dealing with emergency strikes, accepted by 
the Senate today, would work in this manner: 

If a strike imperiled the national health or safety the Presi- 
dent would issue a proclamation and appoint an emergency board 
which would make recommendations within 30 days. 

Any time after the proclamation the Government could ask a 
court for an injunction forbidding the union to strike, or for 
authority to seize the industry, or both. The injunction or ‘the 
period of Government possession could not last longer than 60 days 
after the original proclamation 

If a work stoppage occurred after the board’s report, the 
President would refer the dispute to Congress for “appropiate 
action.” If Congress were not meeting he would call a special 
session. 

The Taft-Hartley Act authorizes 80-day injunctions but no 
seizure. 

Before Senate adoption of the plan offered by Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, the Administration’s labor bill said nothing about 
either injunctions or seizure. It would have provided for an emer- 
gency board which would make recommendations—as in the Rail- 
way Labor Act—with a 30-day “cooling off” period but no specific 
penalties for violation.

A fifth baby, stricken with the 
same ailment which turns the in- 
fants “a bluish color,” was re- 
ported to be in “fair” condition 
and receiving blood transfusions. 

The fourth infant, Louis Ed- 
ward Lamb Jr., died at Lake 
Wales Hospital last night, where 
one baby died Saturday, another 
Sunday and a third early yester- 
day. These deaths brought to 
nine the total which may have 
resulted from dye used to mark 
diapers. 

The Journal of the American | 
Medical Association said last Fri-| 
day that four doctors warned last 
month—after 63 cases and five 
deaths were reported—that ani- 
line dyes used by laundries to 
mark diapers could kill babies. 

State Attorney Walter W. Wool- 
folk has visited the hospital and 
obtained a sample of the analine 
dye used in marking diapers worn 
by the infants, it was learned, in- 
dicating that there may be a 
grand jury investigation. 

Miss Bree Kelly, superintendent 
of the hospital, said she’ is certain 
the illness is caused by the mark- 
ing dye, but the cause of the 
deaths has not been definitely de- 
termined. 

She said the laundry which 
handles the hospitals diapers 
asked that they be marked more 
plainly, and sent over some mark- 
ing ink, containing analin oil, in 
a soft drink bottle. 

The five infants stricken with 
the malady were the only ones in 
the nursery when the newly- 
marked diapers were used, Miss 
Bree said. The diapers, part of a 
new shipment, were sterilized but 
not washed after marking. 

A post-mortem of the first baby 
to die, Charles Howard Owens, 
failed to disclose the cause of 
death, but the infant’s internal or- 
gans were sent to a Tampa (Fla.) 
laboratory for further study.

Attorney General Says It 
Must Submit to State | 
Regulation. 


An attempt of the Chicago Blue

100,000 members in that area, re- 
sulted in.an official ruling by 
Attorney General Ivan A, Elliott 
of Illinois at Springfield today. 
Elliott held that the St. Louis 
agency will have to submit to 
regulation by Illinois officials if 
it is to continue operating in that 
state. 

Elliott’s ruling did not make it 
clear what regulations are to be 
imposed on the St. Louis agency. 
Elmer Nester, executive director 
of the St. Louis office, said to- 
day that he would attempt to 
learn at once what requirements 
are to be imposed. 

The Illinois territory served by 
St. Louis Blue Cross, Nester said, 
.is south of a line extended across 
the state on the level of Granite 
City and Belleville. Illinois mem- 
bers pay $1 a month for an indi- 
vidual and $2 for a family; in 
case of hospitalization, the indi- 
vidual pays nothing; the depend- 
ent member of the family pays 
$1 a day. The Chicago charge, as 
quoted by Nester, is $1.35 and $3.25 
a month, and $1.50 a day for hos- 
pitalization. The Chicago rate 
includes some services such as 
X-ray not included in the St. Louis 
contract. 

Nester said the Illinois hospitals 
affiliated with the St. Louis office 
had held to their affiliation with 
the St. Louis office thus far.

WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP) 
~—Wrangling Supreme Court Jus- 
tices set a new record for dissent- 
ing votes in the nine-month term 
which ended yesterday. 

The Justices cast a total of 264 


dissenting votes in deciding 114 
cases. In 94 instances they wrote 
opinions explaining their dissents. 

The previous highs occurred in 
1946-47 and 1944-45 terms, in each 
of which there were 231 dissents. 

Chief Justice Vinson, the most 
reluctant of the dissenting opinion 
writers, turned out four in this 
term, bringing his total to five 
since he joined the court in 1946. 

Justice Frankfurter read two 
dissenting opinions yesterday to 
run up his total] for the term to 
25 and thus make himself once 
again the court’s principal writer 
of dissents. 

Justice Jackson turned out six 
and put himself in second place 
for the term with a total of 18. 

Justice Douglas again wrote 
more majority opinions than any

a Colorado case, in which the con- 
viction of a doctor for conspiring 
to perform two abortions was up- 
held although Denver county of- 
ficials illegally searched his office 
and seized private records con- 
cerning his patients; and in a fed- 
eral case, arising in New Jersey, 
in which the court set aside a ver- 
dict against alleged counterfeiters 
because a Trgasury Department 
Secret Service agent was present 
and identified evidence when local 
officials searched a hotel room 
containing counterfeiting equip- 
ment. 

In three other state cases, the 
court by split decisions reversed 
convictions of murder in Indiana, 
Pennsylvania and South Carolina 
because confessions had been ob- 
tained by inquisitorial grillings, 
with family, friends or legal coun- 
sel barred. In another Pennsyl- 
vania case, the court unanimously 
held that a man convicted of lar- 
ceny had not had the benefit of 
counsel. 

Justice Frankfurter wrote the 
prevailing decision in the Colo- 
rado abortion case. It had the 
concurrence of Chief Justice Vin- 
son and Justices Reed, Jackson 
and Burton. Justice Black wrote 
a separate concurrence. Justices 
Murphy and Rutledge wrote dis- 
senting opinions but concurred 
with each other and Justice Doug- 
las wrote a separate dissent. 

The majority opinion held that 
the due process clause of the 
Fourteenth Amendment was not 
as binding on state courts as the 
search and seizure clause in the 
Fourth Amendment is on federal 
courts by judicial interpretation. 

The Colorado Case. 

The Colorado Supreme Court 
had upheld the conviction of Dr. 
Julius A. Wolf in the abortion 
conspiracy case involving intro- 
duction of evidence not admissible 
in the federal courts. The case 
came to the United States Su- 
preme Court on an application by 
Wolf claiming that he had been 
denied the due process guaranteed 
by the Constitution. In rejecting 
this claim, the majority said “un- 
like the specific requirements and 
restrictions placed by the Bill of 
Rights (Amendments I to VIII) 
upon the administration of crim- 
inal justice by federal authority, 
the Fourteenth Amendment did 
not subject criminal justice in 
the states to specific limitations. 
The notion that the ‘due process’ 
guaranteed by the Fourteenth 
Amendment is shorthand for the 
first eight amendments of the 
Constitution and thereby incor- 
porates them has been rejected 
by this court again and again, 
after impressive consideration... 
the issue is closed.” 

Nevertheless, Justice Frankfur- 
ter wrote a brief essay on the due 
process clause, which he said 
“conveys neither formal nor fixed 
nor narrow requirements.” In a 
table, he noted that 30 states had 
rejected the Supreme Court’s in- 
terpretation that courts must ex- 
clude illegally seized documents 
and that 17 were in agreement 
with it. He also pointed out that 
of tthe 10 jurisdictions within the 
United Kingdom and British Com- 
monwealth, none has held evi- 
dence obtained by illegal search 
and seizure inadmissible. He 
concluded: | 

“There are, moreover, reasons 
for excluding evidence unreasona- 
bly obtained by the federal police 
which are less compelling in the 
case of police under state or local 
authority. 

“The public opinion of a com- 
munity can far more effectively be 
exerted against oppressive con- 
duct on the part of police directly 
responsible to the community it- 
self than can local opinion, spo- 
radically aroused, be brought to 
bear upon remote authority per- 
vasively throughout the country. 

“We hold, therefore, that in a 
prosecution in a state court for 
a state crime the Fourteenth 
Amendment does not forbid the 
admission of evidence obtained by 
an unreasonable search and 
seazure.” 

Justice Black, in his concurring 
separate opinion, although repeat- 
ing his belief that the Fourteenth 
Amendment was intended to make 
the Fourth Amendment in its en- 
tirety applicable to the states, nev- 
ertheless observed: 

“But I agree with what appears 
to be a plain implication of the 
court’s opinion that the federal 
exclusionary rule is not a com- 
mand of the Fourth Amendment 
but is a judicially created rule of 
evidence which Congress might 
negate.” 

St. Louis Procedure Cited. 

Justice Murphy in his dissént 
cited the St. Louis police pro- 
eedure for extensive training in 
the rules of search and seizure, 
“with emphasis upon the ease 
with which a case may collapse if 
it depends on evidence obtained 
unlawfully.” It was his thesis,

St. Laurent’s Party |

Gets 193 of 262 
Commons Seats in 
Dominion’s Biggest 
Political Victory. 
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By BEN BASSETT 
TORONTO, June 28 (AP). 
HE Liberal party of Prime 
Minister Louis St. Laurent has 
won a smashing political vic- 
tory reminiscent of the 1936 land- 
slide of the Roosevelt New Deal. 

Returns today from the national 
election showed the Liberals, Can- 
ada’s nearest equivalent to the 
Democrats of the United States, 
had won 193 of the 262 seats in a 
new House of Commons. They 
led in all provinces but Alberta. 
It was the greatest party  tri- 
umph in Canadian history. 

The Progressive Conservatives, 
the main opposition party, took 42 
seats. The other Commons mem- 
bers will come from minor parties. 

The Canadian party dominating 
the House of Commons names the 
Government. The Liberals now 
have a mandate until 1954. That 
will run their incumbency to 19 
years—they took over from the 
Coservatives in 1935. 

Big Triumph for Premier. 

It was a personal triumph for 
St. Laurent, who has been in pol- 
itics only eight years. The soft- 
spoken French-Canadian, 67 years 
old, assumed the prime ministry 
last November when W. L. 
Mackenzie King bowed out be- 
cause of ill health. Mackenzie 
King personally selected St. Lau- 
rent to lead the Liberals to vic- 
tory—and the staunchest Conserv- 
ative could admit.today that he 
was smart, 

St. Laurent, in a_ broadcast, 
promised to work for peace and 
prosperity — and Liberal party 
aims. One of these is to extend 
social security measures to in- 
clude a system of contributory 
health insurance. Canada’s pres- 
ent social security system encom- 
passes several measures gimilar 
to those enacted in the United 
States—and also a “baby bonus” 
that pays all parents about $5 a 
month toward each child’s sup- 
port. _ 

George Drew, former Premier 
of Ontario, spearheaded the losing 
Conservative drive. He conducted 
a vigorous campaign, but Cana- 
dians apparently looked at their 
relative prosperity — and then 
looked the other way. 

Ontario and Quebec Results. 

The Liberals won 56 of 83 seats 
in Ontario. They took 68 of 73 
in Quebec, where Drew was 
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persons registered in the room, 
on the assumption that the occu- 
pants “might be trying to counter- 
feit race track tickets.”

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Politics in Mental Care 


Gov. Smith’s appointment of a political 


. hanger-on as Director of the State Division of 


Mental Diseases is in some ways the moat ap- 
palling evidence he has given yet of the quality 
of government he intends to set up for Missouri. 


It was disturbing when in a series of misad- 
ventures he finally appointed a St. Louis Police 
Board under circumstances which indicated that 
he wanted officials who would be complacent 
toward organized gambling. 

The same unwholesome trend was evident in 
Kansas City, where he appointed J. L. “Tuck” 
Milligan as president of the pelice board. Mr. 
Milligan was Smith’s campaign manager in Jack- 
son county and was assisted by Charles Binaggio, 
Kansas City representative of the Capone race 
wire news service and aspirant to political power. 


In a smaller way, though still indicative, was 
Gov. Smith’s appointment of one of his cam- 
paign helpers, Jack Stapleton, to the State Per- 
sonnel Advisory Board, which administers the 
merit system. This appointee replaced Paul G. 
Steinbicker, head of the Department of Govern- 
ment at St. Louis University, an outstandingly 
able member, who would have accepted 
reappointment. 

Now the Governor entrusts the state’s five 
mental hospitals and two schools for mental de- 
fectives to a former Circuit Clerk and Under 
Auditor who has been helping Smith select ap- 
pointees by determining whether they have the 
basic qualification of being pro-Smith. 


B. E. Ragland, of Lexington, has no profes- 
sional qualifications for the job. To be able 
under state law to appoint an unqualified per- 
son, Gov. Smith has gone to the most tortuous 
lengths. He has had the Legislature enact a bill 
removing from the statutory requirements of the 
position a proviso that the director be rec- 
ognized for his knowledge of mental diseases 
and their care and treatment. And he has lost 
no time in sending Dr. Orr T. Mullinax, who 


was director in the Donnelly administration, 


back to the superintendency of State Hospital 
No. 2 at St. Joseph, and putting in his stead a 
trained bookkeeper. ; 

It is bad enough to play politics with state ap- 
pointments when the law and order of a com- 
munity are affected, as they are in the matter 
of the police boards. But there is something 
especially reprehensible about pushing around 
the helpless mentally ill as pawns in the game 
of personal politics. 

Gov. Smith gave lip service to this: special 
trust which rests upon the state for the care of 
its mentally ill. ‘Proper care must be provided 
for the patients in these hospitals,” he said in 
accepting the report of a committee of the State 
Medical Association for the improvement of Mis- 
souri’s mental care. “They are mental cases and 
are not there through their own choice. The 
state must provide for their needs.” Five weeks 
later he provided for their needs by removing a 
trained professional director and replacing him 
with a party hack.

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Senator Donnell’s Obfuscation 

It is necessary to read the Congressional Rec- 
ord now and then to be reminded of what a 
puzzling character Missouri’s Senator Donnell 
really is. The other day, for example, he rose 
to defend the Republican party and the Eighti- 
eth Congress. But almost immediately he was 
launched upon a lengthy and elaborate eulogy 
of Democratic Senator Pat McCarran. 


As an exercise in political polemic and per- 
sonal praise, the incident might be dismissed as 
either an amusing or a saddening incongruity. 
It was, however, part of the Senate debate on 
revision of the law under which displaced per- 
sons now are being admitted to the United 
States. The present law has several undesir- 
able features, and Senator McCarran is the chief 
obstacle to their elimination. 

Senator Donnell confessed that he did not 
know how he might vote on suggested revisions. 
But if his mind was really open, why did he 
so stoutly defend the proposition that we should 
not open our doors to those who entered DP 
camps after Dec. 22, 1945? Just because he was 
a member of the McCarran committee which ac- 
cepted that date? 

The deadline is one of the very worst features 
of the law as it stands. Senator Donnell] naively 
argues “that a period of the difference between 
May or June, as the case may be (the time of 
Germany’s defeat) and Dec. 22, 1945, was a suf- 
ficiently long period to have elapsed in deter- 
mining who should be considered to have been 
displaced by the war.” 

This, of course, covers most of the immedi- 
ate victims of Hitler’s armies. But it does not 
cover the many Central and Eastern Europeans 
who were driven from their homes by orders 
which began to be issued only after the fight- 
ing stopped. 

It is sad to see Senator Donnell not only 
wasting time with obfuscations, but actually de- 
fending the law in its present shape. It is par- 
ticularly distressing to hear him raising the 
irrelevant question of Republican honor after 
Senator Lucas, the Democratic leader, begged

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Confusion Compounded 


The right of the people to be secure in 
their persons, houses, papers and effects, 
against unreasonable searches and seizures, 
shall not be violated... 


The framers of the Bill of Rights put this wise 
provision high up in the first 10 amendments to 
the Constitution to protect American citizens 
against unwarranted invasions by officials. The 
words are simple. They would seem to mean ex- 
actly what they say—and they do, so far as un- 
reasonable search by agents of the Federal Gov- 
ernment is concerned. 3 f 

But they mean nothing if the illegal search is 
at the hands of a state officer... Then the Fed- 
eral Constitution is no protection and the search 
becomes legal unless prevented by the individual 
state. Such is the substance of half of the Su- 
preme Court’s latest search and seizure decision. 


The other half of the decision is even less of a: 


credit to our federal system, with its distinction 
between national and state authorities. For the 
oter half of the decision takes the position that 
even though evidence may be illegally seized in 
state cases, once it is seized it may be used in a 
state trial notwithstanding its illegality. 

Justice Frankfurter, who wrote the majority 
opinion for four associates and Chief Justice 
Vinson, issued a ringing defense of “the security 
of one’s privacy against arbitrary intrusion by 
the police.” This he found “enshrined in the 
history and basic constitutional documents of the 
English-speaking peoples.” But then he took 
away much of its value by holding that “in a 
prosecution in a state court for a state crime the 
Fourth Amendment does not forbid the admis- 
sion of evidence obtained by an unreasonable 
search and seizure.” 

The case was an unpleasant one. A Denver 
doctor was found guilty of two abortion conspir- 
acies. Colorado authorities used, as evidence 
against him, illegally seized books and private 
records taken in his office without a warrant. 
The character of the case, however, is no proper 
consideration when principle is at stake. 

The same Justices upheld illegal search in 
the Harris selective service case in Oklahoma 
City. They knocked it out in a narcotic case 
from Seattle and the OPA case from Buffalo.

Justices Douglas, Murphy and Rutledge are in 
the clear. They want the Fourth Amendment’s 
guarantee enforced in the states through appli- 
cation of the Fourteenth, which has already been 
held to enforce the First Amendment’s guaran- 
tees of free religion, free speech and free press. 
Since this will some day come, it is regrettable 
that men like Felix Frankfurter stand now as a 
block to it—and that accused persons must suf- 
fer thereby. 
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‘ Mine Safety Advance in Illinois 
When the Centralia mine blew up and killed 
111 men, responsibility for administration of Illi- 
nois’ mine safety laws was divided between the 
State Mines Director and the State Mining Board. 
This was responsible in part at least for the run- 
around which Inspector Driscoll Scanlan re- 
ceived when he sought to have the safety laws 
enforced, prior to the fatal blast. .

Karl T. Compton, chairman of the National

lesson in semantics. Secrecy, he pointed out, is 
a far different thing from security. 

Secrecy is, at times, a necessary part of secur- 
ity, but security goes far beyond secrecy. Secur- 
ity demands constant scientific progress in order 
to stay several jumps ahead of everybody else. It 
demands wide dissemination of knowledge, in 
order to take advantage of the ideas of as many 
people as possible. It may even demand taking 
an occasional calculated risk, when the stakes 
are worth it. If security and secrecy conflict, 
security must win. 

But some Americans have lost their heads. 
The witch-hunters have forgotten that the only 
justification for secrecy is the promotion of se- 
curity, They are more concerned with the means 
than with the end. Some of them even seem to 


‘regard national security as a proper football for 


the great game of politics. 

In his matter-of-fact, scientist’s manner, Chair- 
man Compton said, “I am sure that the pendu- 
lum has recently swung so far in the direction of 
concern over secrecy regarding even little de- 
tails and unimportant people that our real 
security is suffering. 


“It is suffering from the slowing up of proge . 


ress because attention is being diverted from the 
really big things which need to be done. If 
major attention is focused on suspicions and 
criticisms rather than on confidence and encour- 
agement, we may really find ourselves in serious 
danger from a security standpoint.” : 
The “little details and unimportant people” 
which are monopolizing the nation’s attention in- 
clude such matters as the cost of the high school 
at the Atomic Energy Commission’s Hanford 
(Wash.) plant. They include the missing few

The A.D.A.. World publishes herewith an 
exchange of correspondence which conveys 
pretty clearly the sense of frustration and 
hopelessness men and women must feel 
when. they are confronted with the serious 
challenge of disloyalty to their government. 


No charges of disloyalty have been lodged 
against James Loeb, Executive Secretary of 
A.D.A., or Roger Baldwin, Director of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. But what 
would have happened to them if today they 
were minor functionaries of government at- 
tempting to prove 
that they were con- 
scientious and patri- 
otic’ citizens? 

Both men were re- 
sponsible officials of 
the North American 
Committee to Aid 
Spanish Democracy, 
an organization listed 
by Attorney General 
Clark as Communist 
and subversive. Mr. 
Loeb and Mr. Bald- 
win protested that 
the designation con- 
stitutes “an affront to 
thousands of Ameri- 
cans opposed to all forms of totalitarianism 
including Communism and the Franco re- 
gime in Spain.” 

The Attorney General insists that his De- 
partment lgbelled the Spanish Committee 
only after “a careful review of all the infor- 
mation available.” But neither Mr. Baldwin 
nor Mr. Loeb nor Leon Henderson, nor as 
far as we know anybody who had anything 
to do with the North American Committee, 
was ever interviewed by the FBI: or any 
representative of the Justice Department. 


The Attorney General also pleads that he 
and President Truman have “explained” to 
the loyalty boards that “ ‘guilt by associa- 
tion’ is not and must never be a part of 
American jurisprudence.” Mr. Loeb and Mr. 
Baldwin contend that the loyalty program 
“uniformly ignores both the procedures and 
ethics of American jurisprudence” — that 
“‘guilt by association’ is one of the chief 
criteria in judging an individual’s loyalty.” 

It appears that Mr. Loeb and Mr. Baldwin 
have been sustained. Chairman Seth Rich- 
ardson of the Federal Loyalty Review 
Board, addressing a lu&cheon in Washing- 
ton May 24, declared, “The Board is not 
bound to follow the rules for protection of 
defendants common to court cases.”

Dear Mr. Loeb: 

I have your letter of April 28, 1949, re- 
garding the designation of the North Amer- 
ican Committee to Aid Spanish Democracy 
as an organization coming within the scope 
of Executive Order No, 9835. 

As you probably know, Executive Order 
No. 9835 is concerned solely with the loyalty 
of employes of the Federal Government. 
The designations were made only after a 
careful review of all the information avail- 
able to this department concerning the or- 
ganizations. 

As I have stated repeatedly, the designa- 
tion of organizations is intended to serve 
only as a guide to loyalty boards. There is 
no doubt that in connection with almost 
every organization declared to come under 
the provisions of the executive order, there 
will be among the membership many per- 
sons, sometimes even a majority, who are 
unaware of the true purposes and control 
of the group. These facts are, of course, 
matters for the consideration of the loyalty 
boards of the departments and agencies of 
the Federal Government and of the Loyalty 
Review Board. 

As the President has stated and as I 
have explained to the Loyalty Review 
Board, ‘guilt by association’ is not and 
must never be a part of American juris- 
prudence. TOM CLARK,

Dear Mr. Attorney General: 

You make the point that the designation 
was made “only after a careful review of 
all of the information.” The Department of 
Justice has determined that the North 
American Committee was a “subversive” 
organization and that all its officers and 
contributors, including us, who were active 
thembers of its executive committee, were 
“unaware of the true purposes and control 
of the group.” 

While you contend that your Department 
concluded that the organization was sub- 
versive “after a careful review of all in- 
formation available,” it is perfectly clear 
that you did not seek full information on 
the committee. As we pointed out, Mr. Bald- 
win was chairman of the national execu- 
tive committee and Mr. Loeb was a mem- 
ber. Neither of us was ever questioned or 
interviewed by any agent or representative 
of the Department of Justice relative to 
the Committee. 

You reiterate your conviction that “ ‘guilt 
by association’ is not and must never be 
a part of American jurisprudence.” This 
seems to us a somewhat irrelevant obser- 
vation in view of the fact that one of the 
most widespread complaints against the 
entire Government loyalty program is that 
it uniformly ignores both the procedures 
and ethics of American jurisprudence. It is 
an established fact that “guilt by asso- 
ciation” is one of the chief criteria in judg- 
ing an individual's loyalty to his Govern- 
ment, despite any warnings by you and 
President Truman against use of the so- 
called “subversive list” for this purpose. 

names cf organizations listed by the 

Attorney General as “subversive” have be- 
come a familiar point of reference—a kind 
of litmus paper—whereby individuals are 
judged by their fellow citizens and the 
American press. The publication of these 
lists leads inevitably, whether so intended 
or not, to the odious practice of accusation 
of “guilt by association.”

Embodiment of the Old West 


BUCKEY O'NEILL. By Ralph Keithiey. (The Caxton 

Printers, 247 pgs. $3.50.) 

“In the plaza in Prescott, Ariz., is a man 
of bronze. ... In soft slouch hat, six-gun 
and saber at his side, he sits a rearing 
mount and gazes almost wistfully across 
pine-green mountains, ever ready, it seems, 
to plunge forward into life and charge 
against the foe.” 

Thus the idealized Buckey. The real 
Buckey rode into Arizona on a burro. Col- 
lege graduate, gambler, newspaper editor, 
court reporter, judge—his versatile abilities 
were unbounded. Not satisfied' with these 
accomplishments, he became stockman, 
miner, Mayor of Prescott, sheriff, politician 
and promoter. 

After a brief sojourn on the Arizona Ga- 
zette and as editor of the Phoenix Herald, 
he went with John Clum’s Tombstone Epi- 
taph, taking time out from editorial com- 
ment now and then to tame a “badman” 
and to “buck the tiger.” His cool display 
of nerve at the gaming tables soon won 

the admiration of the 
rough frontiersmen 
and before long Wil- 
liam Owen O'Neill 
was “Buckey” to all 
who knew him. 
Tiring of the edi- 
torial life, he got a 
job as court reporter. 
Once, when he was 
reporting a case, the 
prosecutor and de- 
fense lawyer tangled. 
Ink bottles were 
thrown. Soon chairs 
and other furniture 
Buckey O'Neill came into play. 
Buckey could stand 
it no longer and dashed into the melee. 
Noting Buckey’s action, the judge hurdléd 
the bench and started swinging. An Ari- 
zona frontier court in the eighties! 

Perhaps he was best known as sheriff 
of Yavapai County. No county line could 
hold him and he always “got” his man, 
tracking him into neighboring states if 
need be. If the board of supervisors ques- 
tioned his authority in working outside the 
county, Buckey would pay the expenses of 
the chase out of his own pocket. 

Buckey would have gone far in the pub- 
lic life of Arizona had he lived. His ambi- 
tion was to serve as Arizona’s delegate to 
Congress and to work for a new star in 
the flag, but the war with Spain inter- 
vened. 

With his usual vigor he helped organize 
and train the First United States Volun- 
teer Cavalry, later known to fame as the 
“Rough Riders.” Serving as captain of 
one of its companies, he rode to fame and 
to death on San Juan Hill. 

His final dream came true, when, on Feb. 
12, 1912, Arizona was admitted to the Union. 
In Buckey’s words, “Who wouldn’t die for 
a new star on the flag?” 

This is the first full-length biography of 
Buckey O'Neill as well as the author’s first 
published work. Those who like Western 
biography shouldn’t miss it.

After a week’s sojourn in a 
modern musical play, Municipal 
Opera returned to old-fashioned 
operetta last night with its fifth 
revival of Victor Herbert’s “The 
Fortune Teller.” The 51-year-old 
work was not one of the Irish 


composer’s best and its comic 
plot fairly creaks with age. But 
it is the sort of thing Muny 
Opera does well, and it was given 
a lively production, one probably 
better than it is worth. So it 
seemed to satisfy most of the 
9800 customers who sat through 
the sticky evening to watch it. 
Harry B. Smith’s book uses 
most of the standard ingredients 
which used to be considered essen- 
tial to a light opera plot. It has 
a Budapest setting because it 
sounds romantic. It has an im- 
poverished old count out to marry 
an heiress, the height of comic 
invention. It has tin hussars and 
gypsies, guaranteeing a display of 
bright costumes, marching and 
fiery dances, even if most of the 
prominent gypsies are biond and 
look about as much like the deni- 
zens of Romany as Lief Erickson. 
It has a saucy heroine who plays 
a dual role, of the heiress and of 
the gypsy fortune teller who just 
happens to be her double, but it 
even goes that one better. The 
heiress also is a double for her 
twin brother, and assumes his 
identity and uniform when he 
deserts to save him from punish- 
ment, giving her a chance to look 
cute, the author a chance to com- 
plicate the plot and everyone to 
honor a musical comedy device 
that must have been hoary even 
in 1898. 
It is to the credit of the Muny 
people that they take none of this 
very seriously and do it on a 
broad, good-humored plane. With 
the lines not furnishing much wit, 
except with obvious insertions by 
the comedians, this is the type of 
thing where the comics knock 
themselves out with antics to get 
laughs. Jack Goode (spelling his 
name with a final E again be- 
cause his business agent told him 
it would give him a lucky horo- 
scope), Joe E. Marks, Edwin 
Steffe and Ruth Gillette succeeded 
in being amusing a good deal of 
the time with some _ strenuous 
knockabout and clowning; though 
the running gag given to Marks 
as the fatuous old count about the 
famous songs he has copied as 
his own compositions gets dull on 
the sixth repetition.

Rosemarie Brancato was a 
fetching and vivacious heroine in 
her dual role, and has a gracefully 
produced, warm, clear and strong 
soprano. Mack Harrell was not 
happily cast as the firebrand gyp- 
sy lover, Sandor, but he still sings 
beautifully, and, with realism def- 
initely shunted aside for the eve- 
ning, that was what counted. His 
delivery of “The Gypsy Love 
Song,” gave new warmth and 
meaning to the old favorite. His 
rich, brilliant baritone was used 
with flexibility and meticulous con- 
trol for exact phrasing and shad- 
ing to take the song out of the sen- 
timental ballad class into which it 
usually is dragged. That, “Ro- 
many Life,” and “The Lily and 
the Nightingale,” in which Steffe 
gave a good account of himself 
in the last act, are the only really 
interesting musical items in “The 
Fortune Teller.” Most of the en- 
semble numbers are the kind that 
get people on the stage, but which 
you can’t understand a word of 
and don’t care. 

There were a couple of ballets 
on gypsy and Hungarian themes. 
In the first the male dancers 
seemed to devote most of their 
efforts to a desperate effort to 
keep time. The second was an 
improvement. The professional 
work of Ballet Master Pittman 
Corry in both emphasized the 
contrast in execution with the 
ballet members, however, and in- 
dicated the opera isn’t yet geared 
for satisfactory ‘ensemble ballet. 

All in all, though most of the 
talent performed nobly, I believe 
they could have been more profit- 
ably employed in a better work 
and that “The Fortune Teller” has 
earned an honorable retirement 
from the opera’s repertory. Th

“I think they’d make a clean 
sweep for the rest of the season 
after a few sessions of hypnotism,” 
he said. “If I can get my 104 
pound wife so receptive to sugges- 
tion that I can jump my 200 
pounds up and down on her 
stomach, I can get the Browns to 
hit home runs and catch flies.” 

As ‘Tracy sees it, the Browns 
are digging a hole in the cellar 
because they don’t have confidence 
and they get tired easily. He wants 
to get the whole team to stare 
into his eyes while he convinces 
the pitchers that they could hurl 
a double-header without straining 
a bicep and persuades the rest of 
the boys that they are great ball 
players. 

“Every pitcher gets tired, even 
champions,” he said. “That’s be- 
cause they get tense. They’d be 
relaxed all the time if I had any- 
thing to do with it.” 

Tracy believes that with a lit- 
tle training, the Browns could 
learn to hypnotize themselves to 
victory, but he’s willing to do it 
for them. 

“If they accept my invitation,” 
he added, “I guarantee that it 
won’t be long before every team 
has a staff hypnotist, along with 
a coach.”

OW assured of being counted 
among the exclusive golfing 
Masters, Playing Professional 
Gene Webb interrupts his asso- 
ciation with the St. Louis Coun- 
try Club resident pro, Fred Bol- 
ton, this week to seek more gold. 

Webb finished in a: tie for 
nineteenth in the National Open 
at Chicago. That automatically 
gains him a place in the 1950 
Masters tournament at Augusta, 
Ga., to which only the cream of 
the golf world is invited. It also 
makes him eligible without qual- 
ification for next year’s Open 
and P.G.A. circuit tournament 
events. 

The honor is not a small one, 
and the convenience of not hav- 
ing to qualify for some of those 
events is great. But money is 
important too for a young man 
of 28, who must make a living. 
So he’s off to the circuit wars 
to try to approach at least the 
$1800 he won in the month of 
July a year ago. 

“I could stand some more of 
that,” Webb recalled before de- 
parting for Washington, D.C., 
where he will play in the Wash- 
ington Star Open starting Fri- 
day.

"South Pacific” 


Biggest Draw in 
U.S. Show History

‘ NEW YORK, June 28. 


46 @ OUTH PACIFIC,” the Broadway hit that 
G inet is harder to see than the forbidden 
city of Lhasa, has aroused admiration as 
far beyond the realm of the arts as the financial 
section of “Business 

Week.”

Of the 62 plays produced during the season, 47 
collapsed. Yet the year produced “South Pacific” 
which, all signs indicate, will out-money anything 
the American theater has ever unveiled—includ- 
ing Uncle Tom’s Cabin. 
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THE PRODUCTION is owned by something 
called Surrey Enterprises, which in turn is owned 
jointly by Oscar Hammerstein II, who wrote the 
lyrics, and Rickard Rodgers, who did the music. 
Their top partners in the business are Joshua 
Logan, who staged it, directed it and, with Ham- 
merstein, concocted the story line out of James 
Michener’s “Tales of the South Pacific,” and Le- 
land Hayward. Hayward was the first to grasp 
the thought of a musical in the book. 

It is not customary to play theater with one’s 
own money. The partners readily obtained their 
working capital of $225,000 (plus another $45,000 
if needed) from Twentieth Century-Fox, the 
Music Corporation of America, Howard §S. Cull- 
man, chairman of the Port of New York Author- 
ity and inveterate (and shrewd) play-backer, and 
38 others including—for an exception to the gen- 
eral rule—Hayward. 
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THE PROS INVOLVED moved toward fruiti- 
tion of their ideas on the sure rails of vast experi- 
ence. They nailed down wonderful Mary Martin 
for 7 per cent of the weekly gross, then dipped 
into the Metropolitan and extracted Ezio Pinza, 
a kind of Sinatra with savvy, for the same per- 
centage. 

Because of the enormous success of such hits 
as their “Oklahoma,” “Carousel,” “Allegro” and 
their guidance of “Annie Get Your Gun,” “I Re- 
member Mama” and others, Hammerstein and 
Rodgers were able to drive a bargain with the 
flinty Shuberts, owners of the theater, which no 
other men in the business could achieve. They 
get the Majestic Theater for what amounts to 
$10,000 a week ... a modest rate as such things 
go. 

In the New Haven and Boston tryouts in com- 
paratively small theaters, the show lost the phe- 
nomenally low sum of $3000, believed to be a 
record. It came to New York with only $160,000 
of the original kitty of $225,000 spent, and de- 
clared a 10 per cent dividend to backers on open- 
ing night, another record. 
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“SOUTH PACIFIC” opened with an advance 
sale of about $500,000, still another record. The 
Majestic is sold out into 1950, ostensibly, but if 
you know somebody close to the damper you 
might get a nice standing room station for Christ- 
mas week, at two bucks. The surety of the com- 
plete and seemingly endless sell-outs means that 
it will gross $50,600 a week. 

The backers have now been paid back 50 per 
cent of their shares and will get the rest of the 
money by Labor day. After that they are in for 
half the gravy. 

The first road company will hit the rails in the 
Fall of 1950, at which time the London company 
will begin operating. “South Pacific” will play 
for years. The long-range record it is after is a 
sort of house record. Oklahoma! grossed $7,110,- 
000 on Broadway and now has done about $12,- 
000,000 on the road. It is still running in London, 
Johannesburg, Melbourne, Stockholm, Oslo and 
Copenhagen.

I FOUND that Mrs, V., like the majority of middle-aged 
women, had only a vague idea of what she wanted to do or 
could do. It is not easy for a woman in her position to rec- 
ognize her own talents—to know which of them she can now 
use most productively and to find the places in which she can 
thus uge them. A vocational aptitude or interest test would 
often be helpful in making a choice. It would narrow the field 
and avoid waste of time. Among the principal possibilities are: 

More education. Give preference to that which includes 
ereative or social activity. Join a class instead of studying a 
eorrespondence course alone.

A CHANCE to earn extra money. Society makes it as hard 
as possible for a middle-aged woman to get a part-time job. 
Opportunities for the elderly, like those for a large part of 
the population during the great depression, depend largely on 
imagination. If there is no ordinary job open, you'll have to 
discover or, more often, invent one for yourself. 

An opportunity for service, whether paid or unpaid. There 
is a place here for every woman. In every street and city 
there are households where crises call for help. Sick children 
require extra care—an old person needs assistance—illness of a 
breadwinner throws'a strain on the home, a young mother is 
suddenly stricken. In many families the practical nurse and 
the baby-sitter are necessities, not luxuries. No matter how 
old a woman may be, unless she is disabled there is a place 
and a need for her in this field of strengthening family life. 


Question: Our daughters aren’t safe, J. Edgar Hoover tells 
us, because of the increase of sex crimes. Isn't there anything 
we can do about this? 

Answer: There certainly is! Demand that your high schools 
give adequate sex education to boys and girls alike. Demand 
that your courts get more psychiatric help to deal with that 
type of offender. Get women’s organizations, and any other 
you can influence, to work on this.

Skirt Interest Is One of Chief chen eee Necklines acs oa

KIRT interest is one of the 
S features of midsummer dresses 

that have arrived in the St. 
Louis stores. Regardless of what 
other style points a dress for im- 
portant occasions has, it is cer- 
tain to inject some element to call 
attention to the skirt section. 


Perhaps those _ low-necked 
blouses cut to show off the ex- 
pange of sun-tanned skin may 
have something to do with this 
focus of detail on the lower part 
of the costume. Shirtwaist themes 
with simple, higher necklines also 
are popular. The simpler the 
bodice the more effective the 
shoulder line becomes. With so 
little to do with bodices, the de- 
signers have turned their atten- 
tion to the skirts. 


One of the most interesting as 
well as one of the newest meth- 
ods of giving a skirt the limelight 
is to cover its slim sheath with 
a very full, transparent. skirt. 
Several New York designers have 
done this in a very effective man- 
ner. One of the dresses intended 
for tea and cocktails puts the 
sheer black skirt over a pink slip 
so that there will be no overlook- 
ing the sheernéss of the skirt 
or the contrast. There is a big 
scarf tied at the neckline. 


Another designer uses a sheer 
mavy crepe for a simple, low- 
necked dress and provides a very 
full apron skirt to be tied into 
place at the back. The apron is 
the same length as the underskirt. 
Such an idea may appeal to the 
woman who wants to give a last 
year’s dress a new flair. By 
scooping out the neckline and 
fashioning several yards of chif- 
fon into an apron, she has an at- 
tractive dress which looks de- 
cidedly up-to-date. 


Drapery and tunics are other 
means of placing emphasis below 
the waistline—and this is a 


‘theme which is increasing in favor 


judging by the early reports of 
the autumn collections. Both 
serve an additional purpose in that 
they call attention to uneven hem- 
lines. The drapery, regardless of 
how simple it is in arrangement 
usually drops slightly below the 
hemline of the skirt. As for tunics, 
their sweeping cut creates a simi- 
lar impression regardless of the 
length. Sometimes a floating 
panel is draped at the side front, 
such as effected by Ben Reig in

a simple daytime model. Again 
the drapery may be the result of 
a fitted peplum that swathes the 
hipline and falls into graceful 
folds at the side or back. 

The popularity of sheer mate- 
rials, such as chiffon, for summer, 
has given an opportunity to em- 
phasize an airy fullness to skirts. 
It also has inspired the designers 
to introduce a bit of shirring or 


drapery here and there because 
chiffon is so pliable to the fingers.

é6 END a hand” has become 
L so much a part of Ameri- 
can speech, as a request or 
an admonition to give assistance, 
that no one stops to think of the 
words as rhetorical which, of 
course, they are. The reader who 
inquires for the origin of the 
metaphor deserves our thanks for 
bringing up an authentic Ameri- 
canism, and one with a story be- 
hind it that is well worth telling. 
In the year 1870, a story was 
published under the title “Ten 
Times One is Ten.” Edward 
Everett Hale, the Unitarian 
clergyman and inspirational writ- 
er, was its author, and the story 
related how 10 persons banded 
themselves together to live in the 
spirit of these maxims: “Look up 
and not down; look forward and 
not. backward; look out and not 
in; lend a hand.” Each of the 10 
persons induced 10 others to pur- 
sue the same objectives and in 27 
years, as the story went, the whole 
world was won. 
Out of this the first Lend a 


Hand Club came into being, to be . 


followed by the Look Up Legion 
formed at Chautauqua, New York, 
in 1874, and the motto “Lend a 
Hand” became the name of the 
monthly periodical edited by Dr. 
Hale. In 1891 the Ten Times One 
Corporation was formed, and by 
1900 several affiliated societies 
were in existence, all dedicated to 
the same service. All this is com- 
memorated every time someone 
says, quite without thought to the 
form of the expression, “Lend a 
hand!”

West had no very attractivé 
opening, but his selection of the 
club five turned out well enough! 
(The crucial point was that West 
avoided the heart tiead which 
would have made things easy for 
the declarer.) East put up the 
club queen; South won and tried 
the spade finesse. East captured 
the jack-and returned the club six. 
South put in the eight, and West 
won with the nine. 

Now, simply as a marking-time 
play, and to avoid doing anything 
for declarer that he could not do 
for himself, West exited with a 
spade. The queen won, and South 
cashed his four diamond tricks. If 
he had known that the club ace 
was blank in West’s hand, he 
could have routed the defenders 
by leading a low club while re- 
taining a diamond entry, but with- 
out this knowledge, that play was 
certainly far-fetched. , 

East discarded two hearts and 
one club on the diamonds, so de- 
clarer, having won the fourth dia- 
mond trick with dummy’s jack, 
now led a low heart from the ace. 

This maneuver, however, did not 
succeed! East put up the heart 
queen and returned his last club; 
West took his ace and threw 
dummy back on lead with the 
spade.
